4+ For Mcaordecal tas great in 
the king's houſe, and his fame 
went out throughout all the pro- 
vinces : for this man, Mordecai, 
waxed greater and greater.

11 On that day the number of 
thoſe that were flain in Shuſhan 
the palace, was bruught befure 
the king. 

12 CT And the king ſaid unto Eſt» 
her the queen, The Jews have: 
ſlain and deftroyed five hundred 
men in Shuſhan the palace, and 
the ten ſons of Haman 3 what have 
they done in the rei of the king's 
provinces f now what ts thy peti- 
tion, and it ſhall be granted thee : 
or what is thy requeſt turther f 
and it ſha!! be done. | 

13 Then faid Efther, If it pleaſc 
the king, let lit be granted to the 
Jewswhichare in Shuſhan to do to- 
moryuw alſo according umo this 
day's decree, and let Haman's ten 
tons be hanged upon the gatiows. 

14 And the king coromanded it 
ſo to be done; arid the decree 
was given at Shuſhan, and they 
hanged Haman's ten ſens. 

15 Fer the Jews that were in 
Shuſhan, gathered thern ſeives to- 
gether on the fourtcenth day alſo 
of the month Adar, and flew three 
hundred men at Shuſhan; bur on 
the prey they laid not their hand.

21 Toeftabliſh this among them, 
that they thowa keep the forr- 
yeenth day of the mont Adar, 
and the fifteenth day of ihe ſame, 
Fearly : :

32- And the decree of Eſther con- 
fhrmed theſe matters of Purim, 
and it was written in the bak.
